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Applicants have carefully reviewed tele bfilce Action dated June 22, 2004. Claims 1-49 are 
pending in the application. Applicantsiiave trended Claims 1 , 1 0, 1 6, 1 7, 26, 32 and 4 1 and canceled 
Claims 47-49 to more clearly point oui the jiriisent inventive concept. Reconsideration and favorable 
action is respectfully requested. : ' 

Claim 17 stands objected to befcause of some informalities within the claims as pointed out by 
the Examiner. These have been corrected, ; 

Claims 10, 26, and 41 Stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, a$ being 
indefinite. Applicants have amended these: eiaittte to dear up.any inconsistencies that the Examiner 
noted. Therefore, the remaining of the Clainis 10, 26 and 41 are now believed to overcome the h^jectiori 
under 35 U.S.C § 112, the withditev^lo^ 

Claims 1-49 stand rejected under 35 US.C. § 102 as being anticipated by Jackson et at 
(Strategic Database Marketing). This rejection is respectfully traversed with respect to the amended 
claims. 

With respect to the amended claims, Applicants* system is directed toward the collection of data 
from a vendor transaction database and from an enhancing database and making a combined 
intermediate database of that informal! oh , ijhfe combined in formation is then subj ected to an operation 
wherein the data is aggregated to provide aggregated data and this aggregated data stored in an 
aggregated database. It is then, possible, aftefr aggregation^ to query these results such that very fast 
access to tile statistical results is facilitated* "jiljiia^ 

is an operation performed thereon. Ih th^ ^ i^edfication, this is a statistical analysis that provides: 
aggregated statistics of the combined datar^ to know how rnahy males 

making less than a given salary level live in 3bas Vegas, Nevada, the operation would defcwniirie that 
information and provide it as an available result These items, such as city, gender and salary level, are 
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variables. There may be five or ten v^abies in & given ariaiy$is/this being the pi^eterminedal^onthm 
which is utilized in the operation Of operating oh the data in that intermediate database- By doing Such; 
a query of such aggregate results can fecilitatti access to the aggregate results, as opposed to being a 
query on the original raw data in the intermediate database. 

The Jackson et aL reference is airelidpiial database. Jackson et a/, merely collects datat and 
places it in a format for analysis purposes. : \^enever information is required from the database in 
Jackson et aL, then a query is generated and flie result determined, this being "an aggregate" result. 
However, any statistical analysis is pe^rm&£only when requested or "as needed." As such, there is 
no disclosure in Jackson et aL that sets forth the concept of extracting data from a vendor transaction 
data base and an enhancing database U>;^ovi<& an ^intermediate data base of the combined iftf^aitibn, 
and then creating an aggregate data base! whic^ is basically a pte-caJculation or pre-summ^r^tioii Of 
that data in accordance with a ^deteriiliried aggregate algorithm that provides aggregate statistics of ' 
the information. It is the existence of its a^egate data base that allows fast access to the Aggregate 
results, as opposed to performing the qiiery of the combined data base as set forth in JacksOh et aL 
Therefore, Applicants believe that Jackson ktal dfceSiiot anticipate or obviate the claims as $£t forth . 
by the amended claims and, therefore, respectfully requests the withdrawal under 35 U;S>C § 102 
rejection with respect to Claims 1-49. :
